In 
Rev. xi, 15, we are told of the time 
when "the k ingdoms of this world 
shall have become the k ingdom of our 
Lord and of His C hrist” 
It would be 
well if teachers and scholars would 
search out the many passages which 
tell of this k ingdom of peace on earth 
when the Lord shall come in His glory

In our missionary journey around the 
world we now leave the United States 
and its island possessions and go on tc 
the great mission fields of Asia, begin 
ning with the island empire of Japan 
and Korea, which is now controlled 
politically by Japan. It is appropriate 
to study these two mission fields to 
gether, for their future history is des 
tined to be closely associated, and evec 
in the field of missions each will havt 
some influence upon the other. Whai 
the result will be only the future car 
determine, but we can earnestly hop* 
and pray that In the providence o! 
God it will mean the advancement ot 
Christianity in both lands. 
1. Missions in Japan. The first mis 
sionnries to carry the gospel to Japan 
were Roman Catholics. Under Francis 
Xavier they reached Japan in 1549 
Though great difficulties were faced, 
y et some success was at first achieved 
But Jesuitical political intrigues soon 
aroused the opposition of the natives. 
Civil war resulted. 
Christians were 
put to death and over their graves the 
Inscription was placed, "So long as the 
sun shall warm the earth, let no Chris 
tian be so bold as to come to Japan.” 
All foreigners were ex cluded, and the 
Japanese were prohibited from leaving 
their country . 
But Christiariity was 
not to be barred forever. 
In 1854. 
through 
the efforts 
of Commodore 
Perry , a treaty of friendship was ne­ 
gotiated between Japan and the Unit­ 
ed States and the period of seclusion 
was over. 
3*he edicts against Chris­ 
tianity were not removed until 1873. 
Meanwhile, however, missionary work 
had begun without serious opposition. 
The Christian church was deeply in­ 
terested in the opening of Japan to 
the civilized world.

DIAZ 
SUBMITS 
RESIGNATION 


ln> a Letter Which Ex presses the Ho pe 
That Befo re He Dies the Peo ple o f 
Mex ico Will Admit Their Erro r, the 
Aged 
Dictato r 
Relinquishes 
the 
Reins o f State— Resignatio n Accept­ 
ed Amid Grim Silence. 


City of Mexico, May 26.—In a letter 
to the cham ber of deputies, which was 
read at 4:50 yesterday afternoon, Pres­ 
ident Diaz resigned his office. 
The 
resignation was accepted and there 
was not a v oice raised in dissent or 
protest. 
The announcement of the 
acceptance was receiv ed in grim si­ 
lence. 
The resignation of Vice President 
Ramon Corrall was read following the 
letter of General Diaz. 
It was also 
accepted, and then the cham ber of 
deputies formally chose Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Francisco Leon De La 
B arra 
as 
prov isional 
president 
to 
serv e until a general election can be 
held. 
Senor De La Barra was sworn 
in at noon today at the national pal­ 
ace. 
In the streets, which were crowded 
with people, the news of the presi­ 
dent’s resignation was the signal for 
wild demonstrations. 
There was no 
rioting, and the noisy, laughing, happy 
crowd last night was remindful of the 
§ t£ eets of a college town after a glori­ 
ous v ictory on field or riv er. 
Here is the letter which Diaz, for so 
many years the “strong m an” of Mex­ 
ico, the dictator with the title of pres­ 
ident, wrote as his last official act: 
“Sir—The Mexican people who gen­ 
erously hav e cov ered me with honors; 
who proclaimed me as their leader 
during the international war; who pa- j 
triotically assisted me in all work s un­ 
dertak en to dev elop industry and the 
commerce of the republic, and gain 


fa ils to cure.

stating that my presence in the exer­ 
cise of the supreme executiv e power 
v a s the cause of this insurrection. 
“I do not k now of any facts impu­ 
table to me which could hav e caused 
this social phenomenon, but perm it­ 
ting, though not admitting, that I may 
be unwittingly culpable, such a possi­ 
bility mak es me the least able to rea­ 
son out and decide my own culpability. 
Therefore, respecting, as I hav e al­ 
ways respected, the will of the peo­ 
ple, and in accordance with Article 82 
of the constitution, I come before the

“I hope, gentlemen, that when the 
passions which are inherent to all rev ­ 
olutions hav e been calmed, a more 
conscientious and justified study will 
bring out in the national mind a cor­ 
rect acKnowiedgement, which will al­ 
low me to die, carrying engrav ed in 
my soul a just impression of the esti­ 
mation of my life, which throughout 
I hav e dev oted and will dev ote to my 
countrymen.

store in London, wfas raided by cus­ 
toms inspectors, and Thomas J. Dug­ 
gan, the manager, was placed under 
arrest. 
Duggan's arrest was made on a 
w arrant charging the accused man 
with conspiring with Abraham Mer 
ritt, the secretary, “unlawfully, k now 
ingly and corruptly to import women’s, 
wearing apparel from England at less 
than true v alues.” 
Assistant United 
States Attorney Wemple, who has 
charge of the case for the gov ern 
ment. said that the underv aluations 
hav e beeen going on ev er since the 
store was opened, in 1910. 
He also 
said that the underv aluations am ount­ 
ed to at least 50 per cent of the v alue 
of the imported goods. Abraham Mer­ 
ritt, the secretary of Lucille Limited, 
is jointly accused with Duggan.

Washington, 
May 
26.—Dissenting 
from 
the judgment 
of the United 
States supreme court in the Standard 
Oil case, Associate Justice John M. 
Harlan, in a formal opinion, character­ 
izes as ’ judicial legislation” the action 
of his colleagues in reading into the 
Sherman anti-trust law the qualifying 
words “ unreasonable” and “undue” as 
applied 
to 
restraints 
of 
interstate 
trade. 
Justice 
Harlan 
has 
greatly 
elaborated and strengthened the oral 
opinion which he deliv ered in court 
the day when the Standard Oil deci­ 
sion was handed down. 
The v enerable justice’s formal dis­ 
sent is little short of sensational. 
He 
declares in effect that the Standard 
Oil decision by ov er-reaching the ac­ 
tion of congress through judicial con­ 
struction, is a “blow' at the integrity 
of our gov ernmental system and in the 
end will prov e most dangerous.” 
He 
expresses the conv iction that the Stan­ 
dard Oil decision, instead of giv ing 
rest and quiet in the business of the 
country, will throw it into confusion 
ajid inv ite litigation. 
Justice Harlan declares that in his 
opinion the decree of the lower court 
should 
hav e been affirmed without 
qualifications. 
He says that the opin­ 
ion of the majority of the court, as 
stated by the chief justice, informs the 
subsidiary companies of the Standard 
Oil Com pm y of New Jersey in effect 
“that although the New Jersey cor­ 
poration, being an illegal 
combina­ 
tion, must go out of existence, they 
(the subsidiaries) may 
join in an 
agreem ent 
to 
restrain 
commerce 
among the states if such restraint be 
not undue.” 
Chief Justice W hite in his majority 
opinion, referred to the modifications 
of the lower court s decree as of mi­ 
nor importance. Justice Harlan char­ 
acterizes as 
“mischiev ous” the mod- 
!T>.nti<m wl. ch permits the Standard 
Oil’s subsidiaries to mak e agreem ents 
so long as the restraint exercised is 
not undue 
He Scores the other eight 
members of the highest bench for “in­ 
terfering with the people, the source 
of all legislativ e power,” and sets forth 
his belief that the majority opinion, 
instead of benefiting business, will re­ 
sult in much litigation, the Injurious 
effect of which will he felt for many 
years to come.

May 26.—The 
entire cost to the state of caring for 
more than 1,000 young men at the In­ 
diana roformatory is less than 10 cents 
a day for each. 
Forty cents a day is 
the cost cf feeding inm ates of the 
county jail. 
The cost of feeding re- 
foratory inmates was 11.64 cents a day 
for each in the fiscal year ending last 
September 30. 
The gross cost, includ 
ing all the running expenses of the 
institution, was 49.19 cents a day, and 
the earnings of the inmates cut this 
39.49 cents, leav ing a net cost of 9.70 
cents.
